Some Su rpris ing Facts 

Shown by South Siders Wlio Petition for Re¬ 
building of Isolation Hoq^tal 


Ttic South ShTc Civk; society haB 
decid«r| to ttrRC the remodelling of 
the jireaent ianlaiion hospital in the 
Elevcolii ward at to nuke it a 
general city emergeiwy and detention 
hoBpital. 

The following faet« are presented: 

A learch tbr<iugh the rccorda of 
the health department hai rcrealed 
the amazing di.'kcovery that the deten¬ 
tion h'*jBpitaU of the city cared for 
Icgg than in per cent uf the contagioos 
and infcctiuuft diicaseg of the city in 
the year l^XiQ.^ 

While tht% has been known to the 
attaches of the health department, it 
has nut been known to the general 
public, the popular impresBion being 
that the detention hospitals, which 
have been regarded by many with 
decfi-Nealed arerAion, were in charge 
of all caNCg of infeettoot as well as 
contagiuuk di»ea*c«. and were in some 
manner partly respo 3 i»iblc for the 
•pr^ftO of these diBea*<-#. 

The discovery ju«t nude will prid>- 
ably luve an important bearing upon 
the altitude of the administration to¬ 
wards the proposed new detention 
hosptiAl. for never lu«» an erroneous 
impres%ion more •horoughly exploded 
than it ha< by the facts referred to. 

The report of the 'lealth department 
for the year KjrxA pages 65 to 71. in- 
elusive. sliowA that there were for that 
year a total of 815 ca.«e.s of diphtheria 
in the city, and i.u deaths! i,8ni eases 
of scarlet fever, with ipi deatlj«>; 4 J 7 
cases of typlund fever, with 78'deaths; 
t> 9 .f 8 casts of Dieasles, with 27 deaths; 
and ea^e.s ursmaniMoir with no'd(%th$; 
20i easel of whooping cough, with 16 
deaths, and 7,to case- uf tuberculosis 
with ,vX> deaths. The total number 
of cs^nitagioiis and infectious diseases 
was 6.I4 <j. and tlie total number of 
deaths 4,V4. Of this number only 510 
cases were admitted to the detention 
hospitals, :i;id there were reporicd 
!from these hospitals only 56 deaths. 

This haf thrown an entirely differ 
ent aspect upon the detention luispifal 
work in Milwaukee, which has been 
associated in the public mind ton often 
with the smallpox «care of a dozen 
or niAire years ago. when as a matter 
Oi fact, siuallpox is becoming.a rara 
la%*ig. while thousand» of cases of m- 
jfectious diseases are scattered in 
j homes and hospitals throughout the 
I city. If the chy administration were 
I to follow the suggestions <d some who 
are unable to m'crcomc the preju¬ 
dices nxed in the smallim.s campaigns 
of many years ago, it would not only 



hare to tear down the detention hos¬ 
pitals. but it would also have to apply 
the torch to practically every oth^r 
hospital io Milwrankee, nut to mention 
the thonsands of homes that are an- 
Dtully placed under quarantine. 

All of the cases that were not cared 
for in the detention hospitals were 
cared fur in other hospitals of the 
city, or in the homes. Physicians gen¬ 
erally agree that these diseases can 
be dealt w-itb much more eflicaciously 
in a modern hospital than in « resi¬ 
dence. and that the danger to the 
community when the patient is in a 
hospiul is generally greatly lessened. 
It. therefore, seems that the location 
of a detention hospital in the city 
safeguards the vicinit)* in which it is 
located, since all cases may be trans¬ 
ferred to the hospital, and the families 
thus be relieved of the inconveniences 
and dangers of infection at home. 

The report of the health depart 
ment for iqoq, page 132, shows that 
there were I.aj9 houses quarantined 
that year for scarlet fever, .kud 629 
for diphtheria, besides two for small¬ 
pox. Each of these houi '4. there- 
tore, was a detention hospital for a 
short period at least. Ai these homes 
are located in close proximity to other 
rr»idences, file danger to the com¬ 
munity, such as it is. must be far 
greater than if tue patients had been 
placed in a detention hospital. 

Another interesting discovery is that 
there was not a single death in Mil¬ 
waukee from smalljHix in the year 
1910, thus making two consecutive 
ycar^ in which the city has been free 
from this fatality. In the same prruKj 
there have been possibly fifty deaths 
from that commonly totlYatcd ail¬ 
ment. the measles, however. The 
srnaltiKiX bugaboo, therefore,, is ^ot 
likely to have much weight in llfter- 
rnining whether a detention hokpital 
«hatl be erected in any given section 
of the city or not. 

Both of Milwaukee’s detention bos- 
pilaU arc ready for the «crap heap, 
and south siders. e.specially arc de¬ 
manding that the building so long in 
use on .Mitchell street be razed. It 
will probably be torn down within the 
year, to give way to a modern and ar- 
cliitecturally beautiful siructurc, the 
first attractive municipal building that 
this section of the city has obtained.
